3. The drawings are objected to because Figures 1 6-1 9 resemble computer aided 
3-dimensional drawings or black and white photographs. As a result, several of the 
arrows from the reference numerals are obscured and hard to read. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
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avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement-drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended.

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5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Several security devices can be found that use cables and locks for securing 
electronic devices and other valuables. Still others use electrical circuitry and power 
sources to provide a visual or audible alarm in case of intrusion. However, there is no 
prior art device that includes a housing having a passage therethrough, a power source, 
and a movable lock plate over the power source wherein the passage and opening are 
aligned and when the cable is routed through the passage and the opening, the lock 
plate cannot be removed and thus the power source is inaccessible. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Fujiuchi et al [U.S. 5,610,587] detects removal of a box from a protected article. 
Tanisawa [U.S. 5,960,651] prevents a PC card being stolen using a locking 
device. 

Pate et al [U.S. 6,389,853] has a retention member in a housing being moved in 
a locked position. 

Malvasio [U.S. 6,598,433] comprises a channel through which a flexible tube in 
placed. 

Willis [U.S. 6,621,415] allows the user to complete a locking circuit without 
having to plug one end to a fixed location. 

Feibelman [U.S. 6,933,847] uses a crimping sleeve to secure a tag.
